Associated Reportable Laboratory Results 

• Chlamydia trachomatis by detection of antigen or nucleic acid 

• Lymphogranuloma venereum (LGV)-specific antigen or nucleic acid  

in a clinical specimen, including serovars L1, L2, and L3 

• C. trachomatis by culture 

Condition Specific Reporting Details 

• Within the NBS Morbidity Report: 

- Patient information (as much as possible) 

- Facility and Provider information 

- Clinical information 

- Epidemiological information: Pregnancy status 

- Lab Report and Treatment information 

Additional Documentation to Include 

• Optional: Add medical record notes as attachments.
